Miss Evelyn’s Attorney Also Makes a Strong

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Denver, Colo., April 1%—[Special.}--Farmers 
living along Cherry Creek above Denver held an 
indignation meeting this morning in the office of 
the Board of Public Works here and exposed a 
startling state of affairs. The Denver Water- 
Storage company has just finished a reservoir 
thirty-five miles above the city to supply water to 
an. immense tract of heretofore arid land, of 
which they have secured control The dam is 
sixty-five feet high and drains 300 square miles of 
country. The capacity of the reservoir is many 
millions of gallons and..the trend. of the 
Cherry Creek, basin is such that.if the 
dam gave way the whole of the enormous body of 
water would be pretipitated upon a large part of 
the city of Denver, after tearing over the homes o 
hundreds of ranchmen. : 

The farmers claim that there is now forty feet of 
water behind this dam and that the vast pressure 
has already forced several streams through it. 
They claim to have dug down and found that the 
dam is built upon quicksand instead of on bed- 
rock, and that the materials used are so poor that 
its erection was criminal. 

The company denies the charges and tarnishes 
statements showing that it expended $450,000 in 
doing the work weil.

Gov. Pattison Appealed To for Military 
Protection from ‘the Strikers, 

ScorTTDALE, Pa., April 18.—Throughout this re- 
gion all last night the earth fairly trembled with 
a succession of shocks following the explosion of 
dynamite bombs. At Leisenring No. 3 of the 
Frick Works a crowd of strikers gathered on 
the hill and at one time thirty bombs were ex- 
ploded simultaneously. No one was injured, 
however, and but little actual damage was done, 
the strikers contenting themselves with this por- 
tentous warning to the workrs below. 

At Leisenring Deputy Sheriff Crawford and a 
posse were serving writs of ejectmeat, when they 
were captured by an angry mob and h 
treated. One deputy named Sanner was knocked 
senseless. The outbreaks at Leisenring, Kyle, 
and Leeth today have forced Sheriff McCormick 
to call on Goy. Pattison for military aid, 
He telegraphed the Governor a brief state- 
ment of the facts of the riots, stated 
that he was unable to maintain order, and asked 
that the State troops be sent to his assistance. 
The Governor replied askingif the civil power 
had been ethausted, and requesting further de- 
tails. To this the Sheriff replied that he was ab- 
solutely powerless to give the security the parties 
in danger and who are threatened are entitled to.

In spite of a bank statement showing a fur- 
ther loss of reserve the New York stock mar- 
ket closed firm and withastrong undertone 
of confidence. The local market was strong 
and in some cases prices advanced. Sterling 
was unchanged. New York exchange was 25 
and 40 cents premium.—The Chicago produce 
markets were exceedingly active and nervous, 
with mterest centering in wheat. There was 
more excitement in the wheat pit than for 
many months,and May wheat touched $1.16, 
the highest since November, 1888, when it 
sold at $1.203{.. The other markets were neg- 
lected. As compared with the latest prices 
of the previous day May wheat closed 15¢ cents 
higher, May corn cent lower, oats 5 cent 
lower, cash rye 2cents higher, barley firm, 
flax 144 cents lower, July pork 24¢ cents high- 
er, lard 244 cents lower, and ribs 2}¢ cents 
higher.’ The receipts of wheat during the 
week were 114,000 bushels less than the ship- 
ments and the receipts of corn 200,000 bushels 
more than the shipments. The packing since 
the close of February in this city includes 
614,000 hogs, against 512,000 in 1890, and 397,- 
000 in 1889. 


Tux “ oldest real Democratic paper in Chi- 
cago,” **Col.”” McDonald’s Daily Globe, con- 
cedes the election of Mr. Washburne as Mayor 
in the following paragraphof its double-leaded 
editorial of yesterday : 

The official canvass of the returns of the late 
city election indicate that Hempstead Washburne 
received a plurality of the votes cast for the office 
of Mayor.

THE DRAINAGE ACT SHOULD NOT BE RE- 
PEALED, 

An evening paper, whose intellect was stunt- 
ed early in its life, and which never has shown 
the capacity to deal with subjects requiring 
only average intelligence, has this to say: 

There is but one course of procedure now possi- 
ble in regard tothe drainage plan provided by 
the act of 1889. The lawshould be repealed out 
and out, dismissing the board, winding up its 
affairs and paying the expenses already incurred 
out of the taxes coming in this year. Rub out 
and begin again. There is nothing else that can 
be done in the matter. 

That paper never was:enthusiastic in sup- 
port of the law and became bitterly hostile to 
it after the election for Trustees. Its sympa- 
thies were all with Coy and the Stock-Yards 
clique and with Guthrie and Hurd, with their 
“* physical resources ”’ and Skokie cut-off folly. 


defeated the evening paper dogmatically 
insisted that the Supreme Court would de- 
clare the law unconstitutional. When the 
court refused to comply with its wishes it 
raised the raven croak of repeal, and it has 
been shouting hoarsely “‘ repeai, repeal ’’ ever 
since. 

Does that concern know what “repeal” 
means? Possibly not. It may be worth while 
to inform it that it means the undoing of all 
that has been done. It means the abolition of 
the sanitary district of Chicago. It leaves no 
other means of getting rid of Chicago sewage 
than the pumping of a smail quantity of it 
into the canal, the quantity being smaller in 
wet than in dry seasons and lessening steadily 
as the bed of the canal silts up. There isa 
possibility that pumping into the canal may 
be stopped altogether if the valley people, 
finding the act repealed, should refuse to re- 
ceive any longer the concentrated sewage, 
steadily growing worse, they have been receiv- 
ing of late years. 

The repeal of the act means for Chicago 
impure drinking water, sickness, and death. 
It is a little singular that a paper having some 
circulation among decent Chicago families 
should try to win them over by untrue state- 
ments and false reasoning toaline of action 
which would be so fatal to them. Such a 
journal is either wicked or idiotic. In either 
case it deserves no encouragement from good 
citizens in support of its folly.

One of the first duties that will devolve on 
the new City Council is to appoint a commit- 
tee to examine the city’s accounts and to in- 
vestigate the management of all departments 
of the City Government. There have been 
rumors of shortages in the Water Office. There 
have been charges of financial juggling in the 
Controller’s office. The .management of the 
special-assessinent funds has not been above 
suspicion. Money has been spent for pur- 
poses for which there was no appropriation. 
Men were put on the pay-roll without warrant. 
Many were paid for pretended services, All 
these charges must be investigated and the 
truth made known. The water fund is said 
to be almost depleted. Inquiry ought to be 
made as to how the surplus left by. Mayor 
Roche bas been expended. 

Mr. Carter H. Harrison, Mr. Frank Adams, 
and other leading Democrats have charged 
misappropriations of public moneys. They 
are doubtless prepared to prove the charges. 
Any committee that may be appointed will 
give them a hearing.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN AND JEFFERSON 
DAVIS. 

Ina recent issue of that paper the St. Louis 
Republic draws a comparison between Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Jefferson Davis, in which it 
seeks to demonstrate that there was little 
fundamental difference in political principles 
between them. Its statement, in a word, is to 
the effect that Mr. Lincoln held for the abso 
lute sovereignty of a federated State while Mr 
Davis held for the absolute sovereignty of the 
single State, and that neither ofithem was ever 
governed “‘by the essential idea of American 
democracy—that of individual sovereignty.’’ 

It would be interesting to know from what 
premises the St. Louis Republic arrives at 
this absurd ccnclusiun? What does it mean 
by such a glaring perversion of the truth 
of history‘And biegraphy? The keynote of all 
Mr. Lincoln’s public discussions, from the 
time that the slaveholders broke up the Mis- 
souri compromise to thrust slavery upon Kan- 
sas, was one continuous and emphatic decla- 
ration against tyranny over the souls and 
bodies of men. His long and bitter hostility 
to human slavery is matter of record. His 
arguments upon every occasion show 
just the reverse of what is charged 
against him. He invariably held that 
chattel slavery was a terrible evil and in con- 
tradiction with the genius of American free- 
dom. He continually quoted the Declaration 
of Independence as to “the -inalienable 
rights’’ of man. He pointed out that it em- 
braced the black as well as the white man and 
that the sentiment was violated by the laws of 
the South, in buying and selling men, women 
and children, in separating husbands and 
wives, and in disregarding the rights of 
the units. It was an abomination with 
which he would make no compromise. 
He insisted that human servitude 
should not be extended and that 
its cruel and: undemocratic relations should 
not be carried into the new Territories. He 
fought and was elected to the Presidency upon 
that issue, and emancipation was one of his 
great measures. In his Gettysburg speech he 
declared in words destined to become immortal 
that this is a government “ of the people, by 
the people, and for the people.’”’ He thus 
stated in an epigram exactly the reverse of 
what is asserted$ in the pro-slavery St. 
Louis Republic. That paper says: * Neither 
of these men [Lincoln or Davis] was ever 
governed by the essential idea of Ameri- 
can democrdty—that of individual sovereign- 
ty; of the freedom of the citizen to do every- 
thing but deprive another citizen of his rights 
through violence or fraud.” This decla- 
ration is true_of Jeffersen Davis, but how 
could it be true of the man who made the 
Gettysburg speech? Mr. Lincoln in some of 
his speeches spoke about taking “a pub- 
lic opinion bath.” He frequently declared he 
must feel the pulse of the people so that he 
might do his duty in accordance with their 
wishes. He consulted individuals all through 
his public career and leaned upon them for 
advice. He was the reverse of all that is 
charged against him by this St. Louis 
falsifier of history and fact. 

“* Both belonged to the same school—that 
which magnifies the Government and min- 
imizes the individual,” says the Republic. 
They no more belonged to the same school 
than the deities of heaven and sheol. 
Mr. Lineoln held that the province 
of government was to magnify the individual. 
He would protect all—not only everybody in 
one State, but allin every State. He wouldtake 
care of all and work for the good of all. Jef.- 
ferson Davis cared only for the slaveholding 
class of the “sovereign State.” He was 
an aristocrat. Mr. Lincoln was a 
democrat. Jefferson Davis wanted 
a few men to domineer over all and to build 
up an aristocratic class to subsist at the ex- 
pense of the laboring ass. He was the person- 
ification of the selfish despot. He refused to 
recognize theequal rights of aiy man not in his 
own aristocratic caste, and used the poor South- 
ern whites as a garrison to help the aristocracy 
keep the bonds upon the slaves and bind their 
fetters all the more closely. The individual 
sovereign was the sole idea in Mr. Lincoln’s 
scheme of government. It was what he fought, 
blea, and died for. The following extract 
from the Republic is almost a definition, in 
his own words, of his belief: 


The American democrat can be neither social- 
ist nor aristocrat. He believes that God made 
man free and that men make governments op- 
pressive, He believes 


sovereignty over all others except by their free 
consent, is the divine law of progress and justice. 
He believes that the sole purpose of just govern- 
ment is to prevent individuals from oppressing 
each other, leaving them “ otherwise free to reg- 
ulate their own pursuits of industry and improve- 


ment.”

WHAT THE SANITARY TRUSTEES WILL 
DO. 

The probabilities are that the present Gen- 
eral Assembly, thrown back: in its business by 
the long Senatorial contest, will not find time 
to make those amendments to the Sanitary 
District law asked by the Trustees, and that 
the act will retain for two years longer the 
inipractical provisions which malice and 
ignorance injected into it. But neither will 
the Legislature repeal the law. 
not mean to give up its sanitary district 
or the vantage ground its possession gives it. 
That law gives it what it did not have before, 
the right to use the canal to the county line. 
It gives it also the means of raising 
money for sanitary purposes. It does not 
mean to yield those advantages. 
> When June comes the vacancy in the board 
caused by the resignation of Murry Nelson 
will be filled by the election of some compe- 
tent man... The KRepublicans and _ the 
Harrison Democrats will see to it that he is 
not a Cregierite. If the Legislature adjourns 
with nothing done, the board can proceed to 
let contracts for widening and deepening the 
canal for ten or twelve miles, or a third 
of the total distance to Joliet. This part 
of the work will not cost much more than a 
hundred thousand dollars a mile. With the 
board’s ability td raise a million annually by 
taxes, and its power to sell bonds, there will 
be no lack of money. 

When the canal has been made 160 feet wide 
and fourteen feet deep, from the canal locks 
to the point where the absurd provision of the 
law requires the cutting of the double-capacity 
cighteen-foot channel in the rock to begin, the 
Trustees can take a rest. Then the city au- 
thorities can set up at the point where the 
canal enlargement ends pumps far more pow- 
erful than those at Bridgeport and throw into 
the Desplaines River 150,000 cubic feet of 
water a minute, or more than thrice the pres 
ent dilution. 

The work can be done and the pumps run- 
ning by the time the World’s Fair begins. 
That will give adecently pure river, and it 
will add one to the sights of the Exposition. 
Visitors will not fail to take a trip down the 


the temporary methods of sewage disposal of 
this great city and thé plans to be adopted for 
the permanent solution of the problem. 

This dilutign which the Trustees will be able 
to secure during the next two years will give 
two feet additional water in the Illinois River 
and will remove all the offensive sewage 
nuisances of which the valley peuple have 
complained. They will not know except by 
hearsay that there ever was any sewage in the 
water which passes by their towns and vil- 
lages. 

All these good results will be ioe to the 
next General Assembly by the time it settles 
down to business, and it will make without 
opposition 'those. amendments to the law de- 
sired by the Trustees, who will proceed there- 
upon to cut through the rock their channel 
with its capacity of 300,000 cubic feet. 


PROF. BRIGGS’ HERESY. 

Another heretic has been discovered in the 
Presbyterian denomination, this time one of 
the ablest, strongest, most brilliant, and 
most prominent men in that church—a man 
so influential, indeed, that, if he shall be de- 
posed, like Samson he may pull down some 
of the columns with him. The. Rev. Dr. 
Charles A. Briggs, the Professor of Biblical 
Theology at the Union Theological Seminary, 
was installed in his present position only the 
20th of last January. At that time he sub- 
scribed to the constitution of the seminary, 
saying: 

I believe the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testament to be the word of God, the only infal- 
livnle rule of faith and practice, and I do now, in 
the presence of God and the directors of the sem- 
inary, solemnly and sincerely receive and adopt 
the Westminster Confession of Faith as contain- 
ing the system of doctrines taught in the Holy 
Scriptures. Ido also in like manner approve of 
the Presbyterian form of government; and I do 
solemnly promise that I will not teach or inculcate 
anything which will appear to me to be subver- 
sive of the said system of doctrine, or of the prin- 
ciples of said form of government so long as I 
shall continue to be a professor in the seminary. 


Prof. Briggs delivered his inaugural address 
on the same day, and in the course of it made 
the following frank and explicit avowal: 


There are three great fountains of Divine au- 
thority—1. The Bible. 2; The church. 3, The 
reason—and the three must be in harmony. To 
make them harmonize the obstructions effected 
by misguided men must be removed. No one is so 
obstructed asthe Bible. Its obstructions are su- 
perstitious reverence of the book; belief in the 
inspiration. of each word; mistake as to its an- 
thenticity; belief in its inerrancy; acceptance of 
its miracles; the failure in fulfillment of its mi- 


nute predictions. 

Not until the human reason removes these ob- 
stacles can the Bible and the church exert their 
fall power. Remove every incumbrance out of 
the way for a new life. Thelife of God is moving 
throughout Christendom. The springtime of a 
new era is moving throughout Christendom, The 
springtime of a new era is about to come. 

The effect of this address was to make a stir 
among the dry bones, At first there was a 
little criticism among the leaders of the de- 
nomination at the East. As the’ address was 
circulated further away from the immediate 
influences of the seminary, however, criticism 
changed to vigorous protests. The old con- 
servative Western and Southern presbyteries 
grew clamorous for the scalp of Prof. Briggs. 
Tennessee indignant]y demanded an investiga- 
tion of the professor’s heresy. Missouri as- 
serted that the Union Seminary was an unfit 
place for young men if the professor were to 
remain there. Then Philadelphia rose and 
asked the assembly to dismiss him, and Balti- 
more vigorously seconded the motion. 
Then from all along the line—East, 
West, and midland—came protests. 
New York Presbytery finally was compelled 
to break its silence. It was urged: that it 
should be a matter of pride as well as of duty 
that heresy should not be promulgated from 
the very stronghold of Presbyterianism. 
Monday last, pending the spring meeting of 
the presbytery, after electing the erring 
brother as one of the representatives to the 
next General Assembly, which meets in May 
at Detroit, a resolution was adopted appoint- 
‘mg a committee to investigate the address 
and report at that assembly what action, if 
any, should be taken in relation to it. As 
Prof. Briggs himself will be present as a dele- 
gate the occasion will be an interesting one. 
The issue will be clearly defined. Prof. 
Briggs has struck at the authority of the Bible, 
upon which the Westminster Confessi m is 
based. If the assembly shall sustain him, it 
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must logically change the confession so faras: 
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domain of criticism. Prof. Briggs would 
make reason a substitute for the Divine law, 


and would apply the methods of modern criti- 


‘cism to the Bible. 
It would be premature at the present time 


to anticipate the action of the assembly, | 


though it is not improbable, putting the quota- 
tion from theseminary’s constitution and that 


. from the address together, that the professor 


will be summoned for trial and will have to 
show cause why he should not be deposed from 
his prominent position. The seminary itself 
is all torn up. The students aro enthusiastic 
over the professor’s position, but the directors 
are alarmed. It will be a long and strong 
fight, for the professor 1s one of the ablest 
men in that denomination. He will make a 
stout defense, and his prosecutors will be put 
to it to answer him in his domain of Biblical 
criticism. One of three things is certain, how- 
ever. Either the Presbyterian doctrines will 
have to be modified to suit the professor, or 
the professor’s doctrines will have to be modi- 
fied to suit the church, or the professor will 
have to step down and out, in which event 
others may followhim. Meanwhile and what- 
ever may be the outcome is it not a matter of 
prophesy, clear and far sighted, that “ the 
spring time of a newera is moving throughout 
Christendom” and soon will come? What 
will the harvest be? 


WHAT MINISTER PORTER PROBABLY SAID 

The Italian papers have an “ official’’ ver- 
sion of an interview between Minister Porter 
and Count d’Arco, temporarily in charge of 
the Italian Foreign Office, The following is 
taken from it: 

Minister Porter defended at length the conduct 
of the United States Federal Government and 
sought to secure delay. Finally Count d’Arco 
turned and put to the American Minister the fol- 
lowing question in “pressing terms” 

“ Suppose,” said he, “ that a dozen Americans 
were accused of treason and assassinated in some 
Italian city. Suppose that our Government should 
claim that it was unable to proceed against the 
guilty parties, not having the power to interfere 
with the local judicial authorities in the discharge 
of the duties which are incumbent upon them, 
What would you do? What would the Federal 
Government of the United States do?’ 

At this demand Minister Porter “shook him- 
self’’ vivaciously, and let it be clearly seen that in 
such a case he would be prepared “to overthrow 
half thd world.” : 

“ What would the civilized world—what would 
the United States of America think of such action, 
or, rather, of such inaction?”’ 

Minister Porter was evidently greatly embar- 
rassed, and sought to explain how the Constitu- 
tion of the United States differed essentially from 
the Italian confederation, and how 1t was simply 
impossible for the Federal Government to inter- 
fere in the local affairs of Louisana. 

But Count d’Arco replied quickly: “We have 
nothing to do with your shortcomings or its mer- 
its. If it is badly hung together it is for the citi- 
zens of America to correct it. not us. We do not 
know a constitution worthy of a civilized people 
which does not secure full and just application of 
the penal code, which is the first basis of a civil- 
ized society.” 

Minister Porter asked for time, and declared 
that he would make again vigorous representa- 
tions to the Federal Government. He demanded 
that Italy should delay any further steps in the 
matter until a definite reply to her representa- 
tions and to her demands had been made by the 
Federal Government. 

And so the conversation terminated. 

There are some statements in this extract 
which will lead those who know Minister Por- 
ter to doubt its accuracy. Heisa trained 
lawyer. He has beef in public life, having 
been Governor of Indiana for four years. He 
is aself-possessed, quick-witted man, not likely 
to be “ greatly embarrassed ”’ by any-question 
he might be asked, It is a reasonable pre- 
sumption that Count a’Arco in writing out 
the story of the interview gave himself the 
best of it. 2 

It is quite probable that when Minister 
Porter’s dispatch to Mr. Blaine giving his ac- 
count of this interview is published in the 
diplomatic correspondence volume it will 
turn out that the question which was put by 
the Italian in “ pressing terms ’’ was answered 
thus by the American Minister: 

** Suppose that there had long existed in the 
southern part of the United States a secret 
society known as the Ku-Klux, devoted to the 
practice of blackmail and assassination. Sup- 
pose, owihg to the increased energy of the 
United States in the enforcement of its laws, 
the members of this society had begun taking 
refuge in Italy where they were safe from 
prosecution and could make a better living 
than in this country. Suppose a great many 
of them had settled in Palermo and begun 
dealing in oranges, olive oil, and other 
products of the country. Suppose that after 
settling in their new home they had reorgan- 
ized their society and begun in Italy the prac- 
tices which led to their flight from the United 


States. Suppose that a dozen of these Ku- 


Klux had found their way to Palermo where a 
number of their compatriots had settled pre- 
viously ; that nine of them had become Italian 
citizens, that a tenth had declared his inten- 
tion of becoming one, and that the other two 
had practically renounced their American citi- 
zenship. 

‘* Suppose that the Chief of Police of Pa- 
lermo had interfered to stop the murderous 
practices of these Italian Ku-Kiuxers, and that 
thereupon he had been sentenced to death by 
the society, lota had been drawn to decide who 
should kill him, and the job had fallen to the 
twelve men just mentioned, Suppose they 
had killed him and had been arrested and in- 
dicted for the crime, and that thereupon a 
jury, terrorized by threats of assassination or 
influenced by money, had acquitted these men 
or disagreed as to their guilt. Suppose the 
citizens of Palermo, maddened by this miscar- 
riage of justice, had gone to the prison and 
killed the assassins of their Chief of Police and 
the terrorizers of the community. 

“Tf you ask me, Count d’Arco, what the 
United States would do in such a case as that, 
I reply that it would send a dispatch to the 
Italian Government asking it to tender its 
thanks to the citizens of Palermo for their 
prompt and efficient action, and expressing 
its pleasure at the fact that there were twelve 
murderous miiscreants less in the world and 
that the scoundrels who escaped American 
courts had not been able to escape Italian 
justice.” 

Mr. Porter’s dispatch will doubtless con- 
tinue: ‘“‘Count d’Arco was evidently greatly 
embarrassed by this answer and asked for 
time for reflection before continuing the dis- 
cussion. So the a cthesmes terminated.”

dent Harrison’s proclamation reserves and 


adds to it, now comprises an area as | as 
both Rhode Island and Connecticut. Thet ter- 
ritory thus added, besides its wonderful riches 
in sublime natural scenery, preserves the 
ranges for native American animals of the 


larger game, for which they have latterly be- 


come their last re 


The law under which the President has 


saved this wonderful region to the public will 


also enable him to set apart forest areas 
wherever they exist in the public domain. So 
that the Nation will doubtless soon be in pos- 
session of other extensive parks in interesting 
regions. The last Congress, besides provid- 
ing for the preservation of the big trees by 
creating an extended Government park about 
them, added a reservation of about a thousand 
square miles, being a tract nearly thirty by 
forty miles, to the Yosemite tract. This em- 
braces extended mountain tracts which, with 
their cafions and waterfalls, are almost as re- 
markable as the Yosemite itself. For ali these 
grand natural parks the Government will pro- 
vide m protection until the purpose of 
Congress to preserve them becomes known 
and res 

The action of the Government in these in- 
ry ree is be followed in the East by the 
State of New York, which is now engaged in 
the project of attempting to secure a vast tract 
in the Adirondack region to be added to the 
wr which the State already controls 

ere, 

New York, as is well known, has also fully 
established the Niagara Falls Park of 100 
acres, and the Canadian authorities are mov- 
ing to do the same thing on their side of the 
river. 

Among the New England States Massachu- 
setts is most active in the’ direction of erect- 
ing histo1 monuments and tablets and in 
securing interesting locations for the public. 

Historical societies in that State, as well as 
hp individuals, have been very active of 

ate years in this work. The scenes of the 
most interesting Revolutionary operations in 
the Eastern portions of the State have been 
located and permanently marked with granite 
tablets with suitable inscriptions. Every road 
which passes through the early scenes of the 
Revolution is thus invested with intense inter- 
est for all passers. ' 

Congress during the closing hours of the 
last session made an appropriation of $30,000 
to be added to a like sum raised by the Tren- 
ton Battle Monument Association, and used to 
erect a monument to commemorate the battle 
of Trenton—this turning point of the Revolu- 
tion. The monument is to be erected on the 
identical spot where Washington planted the 
cannon which swept the two diverging strects 
(then known as King and Green, now Warren 
and Green), into which had poured the sur- 
prised troops of Col. Rahl, and turned a sur- 
prise into a panic. The monument associa- 
tion has purchased the site and is prepared to 
proceed at once with the monument. 

One of the most interesting movements to 
preserve Revolutionary fields anywhere in the 
country is that which has secured and is now 
restoring and marking the battlefield of Guil- 
ford Court-House, a few miles from Greens- 
boro, N.C. The ground upon which this im- 

rtant battle was fought has been purchased 
o a corporation of citizens and the work of 
restoration and historical marking is progress- 
ing rapidly, The monument seems to have 
originated in the able and successful histori- 
cal studies of the campaigns in the Carolinas, 
prosecuted primarily for relieving the North 
Carolina troops from what was believed to be 
an unjust charge of failure in soldierly duty at 
the battle of Guilford. This work was under- 
taken by M. D. Schenck, a leading citizen of 
Greensboro, and it was crowned with complete 
success. He has recently published the tri- 
umphant results of his study. No one can 
read it without feeling that it is a demonstra- 
tion. His work expanded into a volume of 500 
pages. Jt is entitlea “‘ North Carolina in 
1780-1." Itis a complete history of the in- 
vasion of the Carolinas by Lord Cornwallis 
and well accomplishes its avowed purpose “of 
showing the part borne by North Carolina in 
that struggle for liberty and independence, 
and to correct some errors of history in regard 
to that State and its people.” 

The general interest excited by this demon- 
stration led to the formation of a company to 


, Secure and preserve the Guilford field. It 1s 


the purpose to erect a fitting monument upon 
it to n. Greene, and to collect and bury 
there the remains of such North Carolina 
patriots as can now be found. 

Mr. Schenck is the President of this battle- 
ground company. Inareport made a few 
weeks since, a short extract will show the 
character of the work which these public- 
spirited citizens are prosecuting and what they 
are accomplishing in the direction of collect- 
ing the remains of Revolutionary soldiers. 

“The Legislature of North Carolina has 
yoted an appropriation for the removal of the 
remains of | General Jethro Sumner from their 
present place of interment near Old Bute 
Court-House, in Warren County, to the Guil- 
ford battle-¢zround, and as soon as the weather 
will permit the work of removal will be done 
and this sacred dust will be in our keeping. 
No nobler soldier ever fought for liberty than 
this grand old North Carolinaian, and we 
should guard his grave with jealous care and 
keep forever green his memory in the hearts 
of our people, and hand his name, as 
one of honor, down to our children’s 
children. With his remains will come quite a 
handsome granite monument, erected over 
him abaut 1823 by his daughter, Mrs. 
Blount. I have found the grave of 
Capt. James .Tate of the Virginia Riflemen, 
who was mortally wounded near New Garden 
meeting-house in the opening skirmish of the 
battle, and design removing his remains also 
to the battlefield and put over it some perma- 
nent monument, however humble our means 
may compel it to be, to honor the memory of 
this gallant Virginian. He led the charge at 
Cowpens, side by side with John Eager How- 
ard of Maryland, and with the bayonet drove 
the Scotch Highlanders from the field. It is 
fit that this soildier should sleep his last sleep 
on the tield he helped to win, and be in charge 
of those who hope to preserve it in the future 
forever. 

* After years of fruitless search for the home 
and family of Col. ‘Hal’ Dixon, who immor- 
talized his name by standing before the con- 
eentrated fire of the British on both his flanks 
at Camden until every cartridge in his boxes 
was exhausted, and then forcing a way of es- 
cape at the point of the bayonet, I have at last 
accidentally, through our Secretary, Col.

Each share has a 
coupon attached, which entitles the holder to 
one memorial lot, 25x100 feet, for whicha 
deed will be given as soon as the _ sur- 
veys are completed—when holders will be 
advised, and lots can be selected from the 
plats or by a personal visit. Each State which 
was represented in these battles will have its 
lots piatted independently of other States.

This movement for the preservation of his- 
tory, and for putting the public in possession 
of grounds celebrated for their natural won- 
ders or consecrated by notable events, is ore 
in which nearly every community, large or 
small, in the land can take part to a greater or 
less extent. 

Every village, town, and city should have its 
historical society. Aside trom the improve- 
ments which such studies bring, ‘they have a 
public value which no intelligent person can 
fail to recognize.

The situation shows easy money at 6 per 
cent, with occasional loans under exceptional cir- 
cumstances at 5 and 5‘4-per cent.

Bright Berries of the Coffee Tree. . 

A bright spot of scarlet in all this wilder- 
ness of green is made by the berries of a cof- 
fee which hobnobs with a spicy clove, 
and reminiscences about their com- 
mon birth , india. There are other 
bushes outside calling themselves coffee trees, 
but itseems that they are only pretenders

ihere is a queer sort of a palm. here, with 
8 name—Pandanus Utilis, or screw pine 
~—s0 called becausé it sends out its leaves in 
spirals like the thread of a screw. These 
leaves are long, erect, and armed with small 
red spines, necessitating the most respectful 
consideration. Pandanus is a comparatively 
new arrival, having been introduced into the 
New World only in 1860, direct from the 
wilds of Madagascar. 

There are ferns from the four quarters of 
the globe, one from Australia, the Cibo- 
tium Regalis, having the most exquisite 
ia color on the under surface of its 

leaves. Another, the stag-horn fern, 
also from Austraiia, has leaves whose striking 
resemblance to the horns of a stag have given 
the plant its name. It grows in hanging bas- 
kets, and pushing through the earth and moss 
oe the exterior of the basket with its own 
In one of the divisions of the propagating 
houses the lily tank is to be found, with the 
Wie — of the famous Victoria Regia.

Strange Plants at Garfield Park. 


Over at Garfield Park the central dome is 
given uptothe “ visiting members” of the 
collection. The asphalt walks are bordered with 
rose-lined shells and the beds are carpeted 
with Iceland moss and ferns. There is a cen- 
tral rockery witha large philodendron and 
an india-rubber tree of unusual size. There 
are bananas and fan palms, while a thrift 
date paim reaches out toward the ceiling wit 
& vigor which promises speedy attainment. In 
the moist and shady spaces under all these 

m arches are many kinds of imported 
erns,umbrelila plants, and varieties of anthuria 
with their beautifully marked leaves. Mr. 
John Allen, Superintendent of the park, is 
peereet to call attention to a fern which 
ls, as he does, from the Emerald Isle. A 
detective, who was in Ireland enga ih the 
occupation of man-hunting, did willfully and 
with malice aforethought pluck this identical 
fern from the rocks of Blarney Castle, and, 
sub rosa, there isa suspicion that Mr. Allen 
kissed its crumpled leaves, t h whose pro- 
toplasmic veins had been in the spirit of 
its birthplace, for his politeness would do 
ry to a salutation of the original stone 
1 e 

The Garfield Park conservatory has two 
large Mexican cry Apa tte one of them 
being 33 years old. is plant was said by a 
gentleman from Mexico, who had traveled the 
world over, to be the largest he ever seen, 
and Garfield Park is proud in consequence 
thereof. The.date palm there is in bloom 
for the first time, and the sago palm is also 
in bloom. To the novice, however, there is 
little that is flower-like about the mass of yel- 
lowish, shoots that spring in a close 
center of the trunk.. Once a 
year the sage palm accomplishes this feat of 
blooming, these downy, infantile shoots 
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are the precursors of the beautiful leaves 

which have become sacred to religion &nd vic- 

tory. Mr. Sell, the head gardener, is to have 

a new rose-house this summer and 700 speci- 

mens of the rarer varieties are now in the 

propagating house preparing to make their 
ébut. 


Speaking of débuts, there isa new conser- 
vatory at Douglas Park whichis always full 
of light and color and fragrance. Whenever a 

roup of plants is in flower it is placed on ex- 
Fition in this exclusive realm and then, hav- 
ing had its day, is retired tothe propagating 
houses to dream of past success and prepare 
for greater conquests in future. At present 
in one corner of the former green-house is a 

roup of twenty-five varieties of camellias. 

ot long ago they were the cynosure of all 
eyes under the dome across the way. Now 
their dark, shining foli is relieved by only 
asingie waxen blessom ey pale and for- 
saken in its isolation. Th plants all come 
from Hamburg, Germany, where the culture 
of camellias is a specialty. 

Too Delicate to Be Moved. 

There are some fixed oye. of the new 

nservato however, bu are rare 
plants whose constitutions are too delicate to 
admit of the least exposure. There are about 
seventeen different species of rare tro ical 

lants, including .twenty varieties of ms, 
Bfty kinds of cyprepedia and sixteen of anthu- 
ria from China, Asia, and the West Indias; 
crotons-from Brazil, and Hiaiscus from China. 
At one end of the b the Begonias, na- 
tives of Brazil, are massed together, and one 
turns from their exquisite, fragile blossoms 
to look across the lily tank, through a 
shady vista under the palms of the cen- 
tral dome, to a blaze of color, far at the other 
end of the building. China has been the orig- 
inator, it would appear, of most of the good 
things of the earth. There are twenty-six 
varieties in this collection and they vary in 
white to a deep magenta. 

The bushes have been 60 govered with blos- 
soms that not the tiniest green leaf was visi- 
ble, but now the flowers have be to fall 
and soon the azaleas will be pl on the re- 
tired list for this season.

BUDDHA’S SACRED TOOTH. 


DR. REEVES JACKSON HELPS THE 
CZAROWITZ DO KANDY. 


“A Ptocession of Chieftains, Musicians, Ele- 


phants, and Dancing Girls—Thousands 
of Hindeos Swarm from Al) Parts of Cey- 
lonto Attend a Religious Ceremony—The 
Sacred Tooth After All Is Not a Tooth, 
but a Bit of Ivory. : : 
Kanpy, Feb. 15.—[Special Correspondence. } 
~The visit of the Czarowitz to Ceylon has 
been made the occasion for very marked at- 
tention to the distinguished guest. At this 
place there have peen two speciul features pro- 
vided for his entertainment—a WPerahera, or 
Buddhist procession, and an exhibition of the 
Sacred Tooth. His Royal Highness has been 
crossing our lines of travel all the way through 
India, from Bombay to Calcutta, and this is 
the first time that I have felt sure of any ad- 
vantage coming to us from his proximity. 
Here, however, he has laid us under an obliga- 
tion, although doubtless unwittingly, for had 
our dates not come together at Kandy I 
should not have seen the Perahera or the 
Tooth. 
The Perahera is an event of great im- 
portance among the Hindoo Buddhists, and it 


ness at Kandy, the former Capital of Ceylon 
ana the home of the Dalada Maligawa, or 
Temple of the-Tooth. ‘During the last twenty- 
our hours the incomingtrains have been 


crowded with natives from distant parts of 


the island, many of them coming hundreds of 
miles to witness the triple show of a Russian 
Prince, a Perahera, and Buddha’s Tooth. 
Likewise, all the wagon roads leading here 
have been thronged with gay and picturesque 
groups on foot or huddled together in the 
native thatched earts drawn by bullocks. 
Throughout the night preceding the proces- 
sion we were frequently notified by the tinkling 
of bells of the passing by of elephants, singly 
or in groups, on the road in front,of our 
suburban lodgings. ne string included 
seven ‘of the ponderous creatures moving 
along in single file, each mounted by from 
three to five persons and as usual incessantly 
swa their trunks and flapping their huge 
ears. No elephants are kept in Kandy and 
when their presence is deemed necessary for 
the success of any great occasion they are sent 
in from the surrounding country by the chiefs 


@f the provinces. 


It had been announced that the procession 
would move at 10 o’clock, and Julia and I in 
order to not delay matters made our way to 
the starting place a half hour in advance of 
the time. 


Music, Men, and Elephants. 

All who were to take part in the march were 
assembled in an open space in front of the 
temple. There were thousands of people of 
many colors, arrayed in. ail manner 
of costumes of all conceivable hues, and 
among them we could see numbers of ele- 
phants caparisoned and mounted. The whole 
scene was brightly illumined by hundreds of 
torches, and appeared very strange and very 
foreign. Somewhere in the midst of the 
waiting assemblage were stationed the mu- 
sicians—I callthem musicians by courtesy— 
and they kept up a continuous din of the pe- 
culiar music of the country, which was not an 
element of happiness to me. Theinstruments 
consisted of something resembling flageolets, 
and drums of various shapes and sizes. e 
efforts of the players were marked especially 
by a persistence and perseverance 
worthy of a better cause. Some of the 
wind instruments seeined to give out a sort of 
melody—each different from the others, how- 
ever—whule others again emitted a single tone, 
rather bass and very bad, d the whole 
mixture of sound at a distance feminded one 
of the performances of inebriated Scottish 
bagpipes. As wusicit wasa failure; fora 
vigorous and industrious noise there be 
no doubt of its suecess. ___ 

By and by the procession started. At its 
bead were about thirty bearers of flags and 
torches, walking ten abreast; then came a 
band of musicians twenty in number, playing 
earnestly and inharmoniously and closely 
followed by three immense ele hants, side by 
side. They were gorgeously clothed, and the 
central one bore a shrine in which was an 
image of Buddha, guarded by two stalwart 
attendants armed with drawn swords. Im- 
mediately follow these came a group of 
half a dozen devil-dancers in rich, uniform 

ses of many colors and profusely orna- 
mented with bracelets, neck-chains, charms, 
finger-rings, and toe-rings. Their caperings 
were not without some sort of method and 
regularity, and they were extremely grotesque. 
Each of them carried two short sticks, the 
ends of which were decorated with fringed 
rosettes, and occasionally they executed a sort 
of figure, striking the sticks together as they 

each other. 
Gorgeous Chiefs and Shaven Priests, 


Following the dancers came six of the 

rovincial chiefs or headmen, and a striking 

ooking body of men they were. They were 

elaborately and characteristically dressed and 
of peculiarly majestic mien. I was especially 
impressed with the chief of these chiefs, and 
had an excellent opportunity on the following 
day of observing him closely and in detail. 
After the chiefs came the Mahanayaka Unnasi, 
or Abbot, and behind hima squad of Buddhist 
priests with shaven heads and arrayed in a 
voluminous garment of a dull yellow color 
wrapped about one shoulder and covering the 
trunk and lower extremities down to the feet, 
which were bare. Each of them carried a 
large fan. They were not pleasing in a te 
ance, and they have a bad reputation. t ave 
been informed by some of the residents here 
that many crimes, especially that of forgery, 
have been traced to them. 

The priests were followed in turn by more 
torches and flags, more music, more elephants, 
more dancers, more chiefs, more priests. The 
monotonous succession was broken by the ap- 
pearance of a party of ten female dancers, 
and I had heard and read so much in praise of 
the Indian dancing girls that I inspected them 
and their performances with unusual interest. 
It was a cruel disappointment, They were not 
pretty. They were dressed too much, and 
kicked about too little. They hopped and 
skipped around somewhat, and they beat and 
jingled the tamborines with which each was 
arm But their movements were not espe- 
cially graceful—indeed, rather otherwise; and 
there was no reason why anybody should want 
a front seat. However, they wero picturesque 
in‘their flowing drapery, and they were orna- 
mented at every point. Heavy chains, some- 
times a half-dozen, encircled their necks, and 
their wrists, fingers, arms, noses, ears, ankles, 
and toes were liberally supplied with rings 
and various other trinkets. 

The nose rings worn by these girls—and by 
many other females of all ages, both here and 
throughout India—strmke one very unpleasant- 
ly, and they seem obstructive. Some of them 
The 
are era through one wing of the nostril 
and hang down over the mouth. Instead of 
the ring a disc of gold or silver is sometimes 
used, varying in size from a quarter of an 
inch toan inch and a quarter in diameter. 
These are fastened in position precisely like a 
shirt-stud. 


, Seven Rings to the Ear, 

Their ears are furnished quite as singularly. 
In infancy a slit is made in the most depend- 
ant part of the ear, about half an inch long 
and a quarter of an inch from the edge—the 
opening being large enough to admit an adult 
finger. This is gradually stretched by the 
forcible msertion of larger and larger objects 
until it is sufficiently capacious to permit the 

When shone 
is attached to the organ the lower postion of 
the rim is drawn down sometimes as much as 
two inches from its base of support.

Indeed, although I had always under- 
stood that Buddhist priests were not permit- 
ted to receive money,.and that consequently 
it would be an exhibition of bad taste to offer 
it to them, I have neyer in. any religious es- 
tablishment received so many urgent invita- 
tions to shed rupees or their equivalent, or 
seen 80 Many convenient receptacles for them, 
as I did on that occasion in the Tooth Temple, 
The outer shrine or case of the Tooth was 
bell-shaped and silver-gilt, Within this were 
six other shrines, or cabinets, of similar shape, 
decreasing in size, one within the other. 
They were of pure gold and ornamented with 
cat’s-eyes, rubies, pearls, and sapphires. The 
last two cases were of pure oni and almost 
covered with square-cut rubies. The smaller 
of these contained the Sacred Tooth. I exam- 
ined it closely enough to satisfy myself that it 
was not a tooth at all, although in general 
appearance it resembled a boar’s tusk that 
had seen service. It was a tapering piece of 
ivory an inch and a half long, rather more 
than half an inch in diameter at the larger, 
and a quarter of an inch at the smaller end.

I dropped my rupee through the slats of the 
contribution-box, and we retired, with diffi- 
culty making our way through the throng of 
brown-skinned, inadequately natives, 
who were now pouring in. : 

Ceylon’s Tropical Luxuriance, 

Ceylon is a wonderful island. It is the most 
tropically luxuriant spot of earth I have ever 
seen. Iam told that itis surpassed by Java, 
but I don’t believe it. There is hardly a 
square foot of pan that something is not 
growing upon if permitted to do so. I saw 
miles upon miles of cocoanut palm groves 
and more scattered specimens of a dozen 
other species of palm. The banana, too, is 
seen growing everywhere. There is also to be 
seen the india-rubber tree, the nutmeg, 
alispice, cinnamon, cinchona, even the deadly 
upas, scores of others that we at home 
only know of from books. Vegetation is so 
rank that trees and shrubs and fruit and 
flowering plants crowd each other and seem 
struggling for a foothold. Then, too, since 
the coffee plant, formerly a staple product, 
ceased to be remunerative and attention has 
been given to the cultivation of tea instead, 
gress has been made in the w- 
ing of the latter, and the production of the 
fragrant leaf has become the most important 
industry of theisland. Last year the crop 
amounted to 49,000,000 pounds, and for the 
present year it is ex to reach 
3,000,000 more. This is_ three-fifths of 
the present panrenge of all China And 
although the planter does not realize more 
than an English shilling per pound, a Ceylon 
tea-garden fairly well managed yi a clear 
profit of from 20 to 30 per cent per annum, 
commencing in the third year after thé plant- 
ing.

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OLD TIME CITY FATHERS, 


MEN WHO HELPED LONG JOHN WENT. 
WORTH GOVEEN CHICAGO, 


Members of the City Council for the Years 
1857 and 1858—The Days-of the First 
Chicago Land Grab—There Was No Boo- 
die Then—A Fine Old Row Over Mo- 
Vicker’s License te Give Sanday Per- 
formances. 


The cut in this article represents the Mayor 
City Clerk, and the members of the Common 
Council of Chicago in 1857 and 1858. John 
Wentworth was Mayor, serving his first term.

These companies have had a varied history ; but 
asa rule they are now decidedly prosperous. 
There are but few exceptions inthe way of non- 
dividend payers. In some cases the property has 
proved remarkably remunerative, and dividends 
of such high rates are paid that the stock is locked 
up by investors and has no quotable market 
value, The stock of several of the above com- 
panics is owned by afew men, the corporation 
being a close one, amounting practically to a 
partnership. A few of the stocks are listed on the 
exchange, but they are not an active trading se 
curity. 
The bonds are mostly quoted at about. par. 
They have had some disadvantages to work 
againét which have handicapped transactions se-

) rioualy. Among the chief customers of bonds are 


Eastern savings banks, insurance companies, and 
other trust organizations. Most State Legisla- 
tures have definitely laid down a limit regarding 
such investments and the institutions cannot go 
outside of those lines. These laws nearly all say 
that an investment cannot be made ina bend 
which is a second lien upon the property which 
secures it. A building bond secured on a struct- 
ure 6taiding on leased ground is a second lien, 
the lease beimea the first lien. This has shut off a 
large market for the securities. As it is the bonds 
have been placed in small amounts with local in- 
vestors and are now well scat 

The first of these companies was organized 
something over ten years ago, so they have been 
in operation long enough to give some idea of the 
character of the securities. So far as the bonds 
are concerned they are, with few, if any, excep- 
tions, eminently satisfactory securities. They 
have tangible assets behind them worth consider- 
able more than the bond issue, and the earnings 
of the properties gre far in excess of interest re- 
quirements. The stock, too, is proving a decid- 
edly satisfactory investment, 


The most notable ra Ta so far constructed 
on this plan is the Auditorium. In that affair 
there was more patriotism than business shrewd- 
D and the stock has not yet become a profit- 
able ssontite, The bonds, however, are in good 
favor and command a premium in the market. 
Ih the case of this building, as with several 
others, the fact that there is a revaluation clause 
in the lease operates decidedly to the disadvan- 
tage of the securities. The Grand Pacific Hotel, 
some time ago, furnished an extreme illustration 
of the disadvantages of revaluation clauses, a re-. 
valuation entirely wiping ow the equity in the 
building. The Chicago Opera-House has also 
‘ suffered from the same cause. 

One of the most notably successful enterprises 
of this kind is the Rookery Building, owned by 
the Central Bafe Deposit company. Dividends 
aré how paid on the stock amounting to some 14 
or 15 per cent. It is hardly fair to say that the in- 
vestment returns that rate, however, because for 
three or four years all net eernings were devoted 
to extinguishing a floating debt, which was in- 
curred in the construction of the building, in ex- 
cess of the company’s capitalization. Central 
Music-Hall is another decided success. Stock- 
holders received 20 per cent dividends, and the 
stock is quoted at $375. As a rule these companies 
are paying from 8 to 10 per cent, some of them on 
a capitalization that contains considerable water. 
In all cases the bonds seem to have been issued in 
moderate amounts.

There are now a nnmber of new enterprises of 
this kind under way. Some are just being start- 
ed and others are completed. .The Ma- 
sonic Temple Association, with its issue of $1,500,- 
000 bonds, takes a prominent place among the 
new enterprises. In this case the company owns 
absolutely the ground upon which the building is 
to stand, so that its bonds become ¢ suitable in- 
vestment for trust funds. Estimates of the earn- 
ing capacity of the eighteen-story building which 
is being erected show total receipts of $640,008. 
The interest on the bonds will be $75,000, and run- 
ning expenses, taxes, etc., $100,000, so it is expect- 
ed that there will be au annual surplus applicable 
to dividends and to retiring bonds of some $465,- 
000. The Central Market company is another 
one of the new-comers. The building is at 
the corner of State and Water streeta 
and will soon be ready for. occupancy. It 
is to be s market-house with stalls to 
rent to butchers, green-grocers, and the 
like, and in connection with that a cold storage 
plant, for the use of the renters of the stalls and 
for South Water street merchants, Estimated 
earnings show immense profits, and the securities 
are already held far above par. On something of 
the same plan, and on a vastly larger scale, is the 
Chicago Cold Storage Exchange, which is putting 
ap an immense on Lake street, just west 
of the river.

Fiuctuations in Material and Prices. 

BREMEN, Ind@., April 17.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—In tal politics there is a dry-goods and 
clothing merchant in Bremen who seems to be 
making quite a point among the farmers of this 
nomey onthe following question: “That the 

uctuation in price of manufactured woolen and 
leather goods isin sympathy with the fluctuation 
of the raw material, but more marked.” For ex- 
ample he makes a point like this: Supposing S 
suit of clothing a ten pounds of raw wool 
if the price of wool would drop five cents a pound 
it would be 50 cents for the wool in that suit of 
clothing, but  fhat his experience haa that 
poe such a decline occurs in wool he can invaria- 

bly buy such orn = $1 to $1.50 cheaper. He makes the 
same no pm at n regard to leather goods.

[The principle laid down by the Bremen mer 
chant is a sound ons, but he carries its applica- 
tion too far. Whatever tends to cheapen the cost 
of prodaction of an article tends to cheapen its 
price; The reduction in price may not come all 
atonce, but it comes finally. Competition be- 
tween manufacturers prevents their pocketing an 
additional profit. So when the man who runs 
the woolen mill gets his raw wool cheaper, he will 
ask the wholesaler less per yard for it. The 
amount of capital which the latter invests in each 
yard of cloth is lessened, and hence he does not 
look for as much profit per yard as he did before: 
Ifthe cloth formerly cost him a dollar and he 
thought al10 per cent profit was fair, he would 
ask the retailer $1.10. But if the cloth cost the 


wholesaler 80 cents, he would add on his 10 per. 


cent profit and ask the retailer 88 cents. The lat- 
ter would get the cloth 22 cents cheaperthan he 
ased to, while the wholesaler got it 20 cents 
cheaper. The gain of the clothier is greater in 
cents than that of the retailer, for the latter 
makes a smaller profit. Finally the consumer 
gets the gain from the reduced cost of production 
plus these lesser gains taken ftom the profits of 
the middiemen. It is not correct, however, to say 
that a drop of 50 cents on ten pounds of raw wool 
will make the cloth in a suit of clothes a dollar or 
a dollar and a half cheaper to the retailer. 

It is becausé of the soundness of this principle 
that it would be a good thing for the consumers if 
foreign cheap mixing wools were admitted duty- 


free. Not only would the cost of production of 


the articles in whose manufacture they are used 
drop greatly but the profits of the middlemen on 
each yard of clotlror carpeting would fail. As the 
ag went down, consumption would increase. 

@ manufacturers would be able to give steady 
employment to labor, and—which is a necessary 
condition of cheap production—to utilize their 
plants to the utmost. When they were able to do 
that they woyld be able to sell still more-cheaply. 
And when Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity policy was in 
full force the manufacturers would be able to 
lower their — even @ little more. Because 
that policy means the opening of new markets to 
manufactures as well as natural products. It 
means paying for tropical imports not with gold 
and silver, but with American breadstuffs, meats,

Perhaps there are 12,000 inhabitants in 
Carlsbad;, boarding houses are every- 
where, as one will readily believe when 
told that 70,000 guests visited the town 
last year. It is athriving manufacturing 

_ place, but the real source of its prosperity 
is naturally its mineral springs. They lie 
in nearly a straight line—presumably a 
crack in the lid, some one suggeste—and 
while deep boring through the calcareous 
crust upon which the town is built has 
often penetrated the vast underlying res- 
ervoir, no attempt has ever succeeded in 
sounding this deep cavern, from which 
the mineral waters find their outlet under 
high pressure and sometimes with amaz- 
ing force. 

The Sprudel, the most famous, m 
abundant, and hottest of the Carlsbad 
springs, after keeping for centuries its 
methodical way through the covered house 
men had set’ for it, took upon itself in 
recent years the liberty of varying the mo- 
notony of its existence, and one fine morn- 
ing disappeared from ite accustomed place - 
and made for itself a new opening under 
the Tepel River, which grew warm and 
feli to steaming.

in the fifteenth century, when:Charles IV., 
Emperor of Austria and King of 
Bohemia, coming home from the wars, 
stumbled upon the springs and 
was healed of a wound he had got at 
Crecy twelve years before. But that was 
not its first good turn to man, as the good 
people ot Carlsbad are inclined to have 
us believe, in their natural desire to con- 
nect the Carlsbad discovery with the great 
King who gave the springs his august 
name; for it was called the “ warm bath” 
long before Charles’ time, and the Tepel 
—the “ tepid.””—was still an older name. 
But Charles made it famous, if he was 
not its discoverer, and when once he had 
built his palace in the toWn that grew up 
about the healing fountains, he set the 
fashion for royalty that royalty has never 
departed from. For hither came George 
Ill. in his happy time, and Peter the 
Great, and Maria Theresa, and a long 
line of kings and kingly men. 

It has become the most famous of all 
mineral springs and the most aristocratic 
watering-place in Europe. Yet the town 
is always delightful in the thronged sea- 
son, which lasts from the middle of June 
until the middle of August, thought what 
is called the regular season begins earlier 
and lasts until the Ist of October. At the 
height of the season the throngs in the 
town are picturesque, as Carisbad is far 
enough to the East to gain Asiatic guests, 
who bring an Oriental gorgeousness to the 
long lines of promenaders going steadily 
along the colonnades of ** cure 
house.”

It was only about a century ago that 
strong protests began to be made against 
excessive drinking at all wateri places.

* WHE CANCELED STAMP STORY. 


There Is Nothing in It and the Hoax Should 
Be Aired. 

Several correspondents have asked recently 
about the story in regard to the collection of can- 
celed stamps for charitable purposes, The fol- 
lowing explanation is taken from the Hartford 

imes: 
oe The greatest news ‘fake’ that the reporters of 
Rockville have suffered from for some years has 
been encountered recently and its history is of 
much interest, not alone to them but also indi- 
rectly to the residents of the entire State and 
many towns in Massachusetts. The story origi- 
nated a few weeks ago at the Rockville Leader 
office, when a lady called at that office and told 

e following affecting story: 
™ She wanted canceled postage stamps and said 
she was getting them for an old lady of Elling- 
ton, who was poor, deaf, and nearly totally blind ; 
that this afflicted woman was collecting a million 
stamps for which she was to receive $100 from a 
New York man for the purpose of entering an old 
ladies’ home. She stated that she already had 
75,000 btamps ‘and that remittances could be sent 
to Box 24, Ellington. The Leader published the 
facts in a short item and offered to receive stamps 
for the old lady. The above story was also given 
by the reporters of the Times, Springfield Repub- 
lican, and Connecticut Associated Press at the 


time. 

“ Thus originated the stamp craze in this city, 
and the business of many school children, mer , 
chants, manufacturers, and citizens generally the 
last two weeks appears to have been in coll 
stamps.

Then I sedatcly 
called his attention ta the fact that I had arrived 
at the proper and showed him the name of 
the book. He ed at it in a doubting way and 
remarked that Ecouldn’t gomuch further without 


getting into the family record. I told him if I 


was going to writé the story of this painting I 
didn’t need any advice, and he walked away. I 
sat and thought forsome time after his departure, 
and by degrees it dawned upon me that the trial 
of Christ could not have occurred until after his 
birth and migistry, and I remembered that those 
two events were described in the New Testament.

“ Bat I got there and wrote the history of. the

Nothing from the United States. 


Jamaica’s brave efforts brought large ex- 
hibits from her motaner country, England; 
from her sister provinces, Canada and Bar- 
badoes; and, unhappily; but little from her 
huge and careless neighbor, the United States. 
It is even said that we never even acknowledged 
her invitation to be represented. If this be so 
it must have been accidental, and should be 
atoned by cordial disclaimers from the State 
Department. Whatever could be done by 
friendly expressions from private persons has 
been done—or attempted—by the members of 
the Nicaragua expedition. In return we learn 
that Jamaica would like to have the Nicaragua 
canal cumpleted—but not as an American 
Nationa! enterprise. 

The live-stock part of the show, including 
lively and interesting trials of s was un- 
fortunately done with and the animals scat- 
tered before our arrival, The natural history 
part of the affair is interfered with by an un- 
precedented drought, and any attention to’ it 
in this letter is rendered’ impossible by the 
lack of time bétween the opening of the doors 
at 10 a. m. and the departure of our steamer 
at 5 p. nf, before which this letter must be 


means of beams across the forehead. They 
seemed, as seen from the railway, to be a 
rather scrubby race of live stock; and the few 
pigs are genuine ‘‘woods rangers,’”’ “ razor- 
backs,’’ or **subsoilers.”’ 

Suggestions of the magnificent old planting 
days still remain. Old mansions were often 
left just as they stood, with paintings and pan- 
elings, mirrors and mantels, all in lonely 
grandeur; and the ruins of many may still be 
traced; but most of them have been pulled to 
pieces to build — cabins, The vast mass 
of the blacks are housed in poor huts made of 
palm-leaves. 

One most noticeable and significant relic of 
the past is an aqueduct recalling those of the 
Roman Campagna. : It is of brick arches of 
perhaps eight feet span and varying heights, 
extending across the country for perhaps a 
score of miles, bringing water from the mount- 
ain to supply a single plantation and manor 
house, It is still performing its office. The 
railway, having to take out a span, was forced 
to pipe the water down beneath its track and 
up again on the other side. 

Negroes Run the Trains, . 

The road is manned by blacks. Engineers, 
firemen, and train hands are,all colored men— 
one of ‘the latter a man who formerly worked 
on the Ilinois Central. One scareely sees a 
dozen white man in aday’s ride. During the 
Exposition the road has issued excursion tick- 
ets down and back for one fare, and has in- 
creased its passenger earnings about 40 per 
cent by the traffic. 

The labor system on the road is somewhat 
complicated, Everythi is done by the 
piece. Men get so much for rock-drilling per

In anticipation of our visit we have 
provided ourselves with a quaint old “ History 
of Jamaica,’”’ published anonymously in 1774, 
in three andsome quarto volumes, 
leather-bound and weather-stained. It is 
called ‘“‘a general survey of the antient 
modern state of that island.” 
As to the state of things in Jamaica in 1774, 
the book gives much useless information. It 
also gives a little pleasant gossip, in an- 
tiquated form, using the old-fashioned long 
“s.” which looks so like an “‘f,” and some 
times leads to such queer misreadings. There 
is a bit worth transcribing—using for “ local 
color” our “f’’ in place of the long “s,” 
which does not now occupy a place in the 
printer’s case.

shipwreck, and in the native belief a haunting 
ground of murderous spécters. 

By-and-by we might perceive a breach in the 
low barrier; the woods ceased; a glittering 
point ran into the sea, tipped with an emerald 
shoal, the mark of entrance. As we drew 
near we met a little run of sea—the private 
sea of the lagoon, having there its origin and 
end, and here, in the jaws of the gateway, try- 
ing vain conclusions with the more majestic 
heave of the Pacific, The Casco scarce avowed 
ashock; but there are times and circumstances 
when these harbor mouths of imland basins 
vomit floods, deflecting, burying, and dismast- 
ing ships. Por, conceive a lagoon perfectly 
sealed but in the one point, and that of merely 
navigable width; conceive the tide and wind 
to have heaped for hours together in that coral 
fold a superfinity of waters—and the tide to 
change and the wind fall—the open sluice of 
some great reservoir at homie will give an 
image of that unstemmable effluxion. 

We were scarce well headed for the pass, be- 
fore all heads were craned over the rail. For 
the water, shoaling under our board, became 
changed in a moment to surprising hues of 
blue and gray; and in its excellent transpar- 
ency the coral branched and blossomed, and 
the fish of the inland sea cruised visibly below 
us, stained and striped, and even beaked like 
parrots. I have paid in my time to view many

and at night the rats besiege the houses 
and the artificial gardens. The crab is good 
eating; possibly so is the rat; I have not 
tried. Pandanus fruit is made,in the Gil- 
berts, into an agreeable sweetmeat, such as a 
man may trifle with at the end of a long din- 
ner; for a substantial meal I have no use for 
it. The rest of the food supply in a destitute 
atoll such as Fakarava can be summed up in 
the favorite jest of the archipelago—cocoanut 
beefsteak. Cocoanut green, cocoanut ripe 
cocoanut germinated; cocoanut to eat and 
cocoanut to drink ;. cocoanut raw and cooked, 
cocéanut hot and cold—such is the bill of fare.

The dispatch printed in Tus Trrsune a few 
days ago about the removal of the portrait of 


_ Washington from the legislative halls of Arkan- 


gas to make room for one of Jeff Davis reminded 
an ex-Missourian who was looking at the monkeys 
at the museum of a thing which happened in his 
- old State. “ There hung for mapy years above 
the chair of the presiding officer of the Senate,” 
he said, “ a portait which used to be shown to 
the ohildron of the State whenever they came to 


‘the Oapital. On the Fourth of July it was some- 


times taken down and put in the processions to 
arouse patriotism. For years it was referred to 
‘ by the orators of the Legislature when they got 
up pretty high. Well, not to make you tired, it 
was recently discovered—last winter, I think— 
that the portrait was not Washington, but Thomas 
Jefferson. Tho fact came about by the visit of a 
rélative of the artist to the Capital. A committee 
Was appointed to show him around, and when 
they took him before the portrait which his uncle 
had painted and giventhe State and told him that 
to that portrait the State of Missouri owed its 
only ideas of the appearance of the Father of his 
Country the young man asked for his passport. 
He told me the story himself. He said the portrait 
was one of Jefferson, and that his uncle was not 
the sort of man to palm off any of his paintings 
on any one; that he was not ashamed of his work, 
but that if he were living he would probably be 
ashamed of the State to which he had donated 
the picture.”
